CRITTENDEN. 


Death of the Victam of Mrs, Fair—A 
Sketch ot his Life. 
{From the Sap Francisco Alta, 6th.) 

At 6 o’clock last evening Alexander Parker 
Crittenden, who was agsaseinated Toursday 
evening on the Oakland boat Ei Capitan, by 
Mie. Lavra Fair, breathed his last. he mor- 
tal wound ivflicted by the bullet caused the 
most intense agony and suffering, and the 
patient, dumog the forty-eight hours of excrn- 
clalitg pein, Was most of the time in a state 
of uscorscious: ess, At intervals he would re- 
vive apd utier a few words. He recog- 
nized, up to the moment he expired, the mem- 
bers of his family and intimate friends. All 
that surgical aid, a loving femily aod dear 
fnends could possibly do, was rendered to al- 
leviate bis —_ and make him comfortable, 
and, ifpossible, to save his life, 

Crittenden was born in Lexingto Ky., on 
the 14th of January, 1816 He wee the son of 
Hon. Thomas T. Crittenden, t the distiaguished 
eure who was appointed Chancellor of the 

Chancery Court, created for the city of Louis- 
ville by ihe State Legisiature in 1525-6, and 
served for several years with distinc<tion. 
Soon afcér Jackson was inducted into office, 
he laarned that Orittenden, then a boy of fif- 

teen or sixteen years of age, bad been loud in 
. his exclamations for bim, and for this mark of 
esteem young Crittenden receiyed an appoint- 
ment as cadet to Weet Point. He was an ex- 
emplary scholar, and graduated with hi 
honors in the class with Sherman, McDowe! 
Beauregard, and others. He remained in the 
army for several years, being attached to the 
engineer corps. At the age of twenty-one he 
was married, in the State of Virginia. From 
thére he went to Texas, and studied law with 
Judge Robinedn, and, aiter a successful exam- 
ination, was admitted to the bar. He next 
went to Frapkfort, Ky., where he remained a 
year or two, and in 1849he came to Califor- 
nis, settling at Los Angeler, He was elected 
from that county to the first session of the 
Legislature of California, and was selected as 
the chairman of the Judicisry Committee. He 
occupied a promivent position as 1 member 
of that body, and was remarkable for his in- 
dusiry and talents, and compiled most of the 
laws enacted during that session. Next he 
went to San Jose, and in 1852 he seitled in 
San Francisco, and has resided here most of 
the time. _In 1852 he associated himself with 
Tod Robinsen, and in 1854 he formed a part- 
nership with Colonel S. W. Inge, then Dis- 
trict Attorney. After that he became a mem- 
ber of the firm of Crockett & Baldwin.

The Death of General Starback. 


Gen. C. W. Strarsuck, the proprietor, 
and, it we mistake not, the founder of the 
Cincinnati Times, fell dead in his tracks 
yesterday. He was stricken down ot that 
sudden, mysterious heart disease which 
has carried off so many good and noble 
men; he was stricken down with the har 
nesson his back. There was net in all the 
world a purer man ora more generous na- 
ture. He was a philanthropist without 
fanat'cism. He wes a Christian without 
cant. He was a gentleman without 
ostentation, There was mingled in his com: 
position a tenderness and a firmness, an 1m- 
pulse and a moderation that were always 
just. that were always kmdly. He had 
rare business discernment. He wasoneot 
the best mewspaper managers in 
the country; & journalist who abound- 
ed in peculiarities and eccen- 
tricities, but j.owhose peculiarities 
and eccentricities were methodical and 
marvelously weil chosen. He knew per- 
tectly well what he had to do, how he had 
todo it,and where it was going to take him. 
Without any of those literary and political 
capacities which are understood to bear 
so directly upon successtul journalism, he 
knew periectly the mission and the orbit of 
the Times. He neither deceived himself nor 
the public; nor was he deceived by any 
va ef specious suggestions. He 
could have made the Times a worse or a 
better paper. He made it precisely what 
was wanted by ite especial audience. For 
many years he devoted himself to the cir- 
culation of its weekly ediiion. He never 
had an equal in this line of journalism. He 
knew, perbaps, better than any journalist 
in America the hidden springs 
and mysteries which move the 
rural districts. He had always 
something new, something striking to 
advance. His method of business in 
this respect was original and novel; what 
was more, it was wummensely successtul. 
He ran the Weekly Times up from a circu- 
lation of nothing to a circulation of seventy- 
five thousand. He began his career as a 
penniless boy. He ended :t as the richest 
journalist in America, James GoRDON 
BENNETT a'’one excepted He was 
a true man; he was an ardent 
map; he was wise man. 
He loved bis se I he loved his 
family and he loved bis friends. He had 
not one single vice. He was a modern 
edition of BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, a tac- 
simile of Puriian. The great roarmg 
world of Christcndom, the world that falls 
at the feet of herves and conquerors, at 
the feet of orators and statesmen, at the 
feet of poets and artists, will know him 
not, nor will mark his going out. But 
there is a silent world, a world 
ot widows and orphans, a world 
of paupers and poor devils, 
a world of misery, which will look with 
blank amazement at the announcement 
that he is dead; for he was the triend of 
the wretched,—a friend in need and a 
triend indeed. In the hurry and press of 
a great enterprise and a great estate he 
never forgot the duty which he had as- 
signed himself to the poor and the afflict- 
ed. He carried this ruling passion 
into his business in the most 
comical way. He made _ people 
laugh and cry at his charitable oddi- 
ties. His life was one long ebullition of 
humanity. He was the Cheeryble Broth. 
ers personified and reduced to a single 
personage. Itis to be doubted whether 
he had an enemy on earth, and yet he was 
&@ positive man, an obstinate man, a man 
not_given to yielding of any sort. He had 
bis own way always. But he was so since e, 
be was so just, he was so whimsically 
humane that he bore down all rivalry and 
all ill-nature. In him the press of Cincin- 
nati loses, not a great impuise like Hat- 
STEAD’S, not a great vitality like Ricwagp 
Smiru’s, but a spirit before which its best 
genius must give back and bare its head, a 
spirit so childlike, so Godlike, that all the 
judgments of men and all the profés- 
sional standards stand back... rey- 
erent and appalled. It is impossible 
to do justice to the work uf & lile which 
was all truth, all soberness, all faith, The 
great public which reads these lines knows 
nothing of the man of whom they speak. 
To the vast majority of readers the name 
is only a name, and the words are only 
papegyric. But every one of them is 
written down with serious intent, and 
there is no one of them which can do 
more than scanty homage to the memory 
of a hero who was the peer of the grandest 
and the noblest of the heroes of the olden 
time.

We agree with the Commercia) that 

there has been too much special legiala- 
ting for the negro “on both sides of the 
line.” But in every instance the legisla- 
tion has been illy balanced by unworthy 
motives for and against him. We regard it 
as impossible, however, to deal with him 
upon apy ordipary general principle 
which, whilst applying to the whole com- 
munity, would cover his case. His con- 
dition is in every way exceptional. He 
has peculiar wants and stands in a peculiar 
relation toward society. In the Northern 
States, where the negroes torm buta seg- 
ment of the population, and are in every 
locality pretty much of one sort and de- 
gree, the plan of the Commercial might 
work, though we doubt it. Only a tew 
months ago the Commercial itselt attacked 
the scheme of Mr. SumnzR on the ground 
that so lopg as the negro had no 
right to complain of harsh usage 
apd was given a fair chance for 
improvement he should be content to bide 
his time and to wait tor the disappearance 
of race prejudices and class distinctions, if 
they shall ever disappear, in their nat- 
ural order. The Commercial must re- 
member that these prejudices take a much 
more practical shape in the South than in 
the North, and that the condition of the 
negro, as well as the negro population, 
varies in every Southern State. Special 
and local expedients, devised in a 
relormatory and ftrienily spirit, are 
therefore indispensable; and these can 
only be determined by the several commu- 
nities interested. We have addressed 
those commupities in the plainest and most 
eandid manner from a stand-point which 
we conceive not only to reflect the intelh- 
gence of the Democratic party, but the 
essential nature of the political situation. 
Our views in this regard are not new. 
They are by no means intended t» be sen- 
sational. We believe in them, we have 
been guided by them, and we shall con- 
tinue to urge them. The occasion of do- 
ing so at the present time seemed to justify 
additional emphasis, and as we hold our 
opinions very near at heart, and believe 
that the material and political well-being 
of the South largely depends upon 
their.realization, we rendered them some- 
what more elaborately than our wont has 
beep. 
As for the taunt contained in the com- 
ment of the Gazette that we expressed a 
lack of faith in the success of our Own ex- 
periment, we have to say that that lack 
does not in any manner indicate a doubt 
as to the duty of making the experiment, 
but a well-grounded fear as to the capaci:y 
of the negro to take advantage of it.

Hoes IN CHICaGe.—The Chicago Times of Sat- 
urday says the hog market, under more favor- 
able weather for packing, together with light re- 
eeipts, epened brisk on Monday,and continued 
so until Thursday, during which time an advance 
of fully 76@87%c per 100 Ibs was realized. After 
Thursday, however, and up to the close of the 
week, sellers experienced a declining market, 
fully 50c per 100 Ibs of the advance being lost. 
The ruling figures from Monday to Thursday 
were §T 60@7 50 for good to choice stock, aad 
$7@7 50 for medium to fair bacon grades. The 
average quality of the stock during the week 
was excelient, both in condition and weights, 
the general average being about 230 ibs. the 
weatber on Saturday being decidedly tpring- 
like, packers did not feel safe in operating, and 
as the receipts were larger than on any previous 
day during tbe week, prices suffered a still 
futher reduction of 26@30c, and as there were 
fully 8,000 bead left over, indications were 
strong that prices bad not yet toucked bottom. 
SHIP-BUILDING IN THE WEST.—There are few 
questions which have been more generally dis- 
cussed of late than the decline of American ship- 
pii'g. For this decline a variety of causes 
have been assigned, but the most prominence 
has been given to the ravages of the Confederate 
cruisers during the war. But the principal cause, 
eanys the New Orleans Price Current, consists in 
the fact thatthe style of shipping has changed. 
We shall assume that tbree-fourths of the toa- 
nage launched ts to be impelied by steam. This 
change has thrown the chief sbip-butlders of the 
United States, those of Maine, ou: of employment. 
To bulid irov shipping in competition with Eng- 
lacd dewanuds what Maine does not possess with- 
out importation — iron, coal and provisions. 
These elements of shipping must be found in 
juxtapesition. This i+ the case in but one part of 
the United States. It is in the region lying 
along the Ohio, Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers. Wher the coal of Pittsburg, Mt. Carbon. 
W neellpg, and Kanawha can be combined with 
tbe provisions of Iliimois, Missouri, Kentucky, 
and Indjage, and wiih tbe iron of Missouri, Tcn- 
nessee, aad Western Virginia, ‘hen it will be 
very easy to import the skilled labor necessary to 
coustruct ves:els of the most improved class and 
character. The city of Cairo perhaps presents 
ope of the most favorable locations for this com- 
bination, andthe Tyte, the Wear, and ihe Clyde 
of Americas may be found tn the Ohio, Mi-souri, 
and Mississippi. It will certainly be a pew era in 
our matitime history when the commercia! ma- 
rine of the United States shali come out of the 
Miesiesippi rive:, aad yet pothing spvears more 
probable. The ship-yards of Pittsburg. Loutse 
ville, Cinctanati, and St. Louis have already a 
high reputation. The mechanics who laid the 
lines of the R. E. hee, the Natchez, and the 
Thompson Dean, and those who manufactured 
the machinery which impels there noble ves- 
rels, can fill any orders which our Atlantic 
brethren may give.

It seems 
that the prices of American vonds and stocks 
even pow sbow very Little change from ante bel- 
lum prices, but the market Is flat, there b tng no 
demand for them, as capitalists there seem dis- 
posed to hold their cash for the present. There 
is an evident chill, too, of the hopes entertained 
at the Treasury Department that the fupdiag 
bonds would go abroad soon. The belief is en- 
tertalned that pone of these bonds werthy of 
mention will leave the countrys for Europe uotil 
the end of the war. It is thought that the cession 
of the Erench provinces, or even destruction of 
the French nation, will not sensibly affect our 
nutional fipances,.9s the foreign markets we 
have to look to for the sale of bonds are almost 
aii in Germany. The railroad interests teem to 
depend almost entirely on Frankfort bankers. 
But all hopes for activity in the movement of 
American bonds and miscelianeous securitics in 
Europe are given up by the most competent 
judges here for the present, and until some defi- 
nite setilement of the pending struggle is reached.

Dennis Long, Esq., then extensively engaged 
in ‘he manufacture of steamboat engines and 
large mechinery generaily, was induced by the 
Water and Gas Companies of this and otber cities 
to commence the manufacture of cast-iron pipe, 
A large brick foundery, with slate roof, was 
erected and put in on the corner of 
Nintb street and the canal, having two casting- 
pits, and capabie of Manufacturing daily Nfteen 
tons of pipes. This shop has never ceased to op- 
erate from the ment, except for re- 
pairs, In these works, knewn as the “Loutsrville 
Pi; e Founders,” pipes are cast ranging to size 
-from 80 teeches tn diameter, welvhing 3,600 
pounds, to 3 mncbes in ciameté?, weighing 150 
pounds each. Ali pipe for water purposes are 
beated in an oven and thea dipped ia a tank of 
tar, end afterward tested by an immenve pr: 8s or 
testing machine.

CAPACITY OF THE WORKS. 

These works have in operation five casting- 
pis, with a capacity of ninety tons dalls, or 
an ave rage of lwenty-seven tons ayear.

They are ballt on an iImpioved pattern, ranging 
from ope to Giteen tens, and are perfectly self- 
acting.

LOUISVILLE AS AN IRON MARKET.

Preliminary to 
such view, however, there 38s one polnt that dee 
serves @ ittiie consideration, and that is the 
strabge prejudice which has been fonnd to exist 
against this etty and State; If not prejudice, then 
a disbelief in the position, which this city really 
occupies, as an t100 market and manufacturiny 
poist.
